RESOLUTION 

Subject :—Reconstitution of the Taraqui-e-Uriiu Board 

No. F.3-4/88-D.3(L).—1. The Taraqui-e-Urdu Board, which 
was first set up in 1969 by the Goernment Resolution No. 
F. 6-41/69-IL.II had been reconstituted at different intervals. 
The last reconstitution of the Board was effected by the 
Government Resolution No. F,3-2/85-D.3(L) dated 17th 
December, 1986. On the expiry of the tenure of 2 years in 
respect of the members of the Board, the Government do 
hereby reconstitute the Board in supersession of all the ear¬ 
lier resolutions. The Board will continue to be called the 
Taraqui-e-Urdu Board. 

2. Objectives .—Since economic and social progress requires 
that knowledge in the modern sense of the term be made 
available to people in the language they speak at home, the 
Board would be required to advise the Government on the 
best manner of making available in Urdu, to the Urdu know¬ 
ing public, knowledge of scientific and technological develop¬ 
ments as well as knowledge of ideas evolved in the modern, 
context. 

The Board will inter-alia, include among its members emi¬ 
nent Urdu knowing scholars. Advantage of their presence 
will be taken by the Government to obtain the Boards ad¬ 
vice on such educational matters as may be referred to it. 

3. Functions. —The functions of the Board will be ;— 

(a) to advise Government on : 

(i) produclion of academic literature as well as 
other types of literature in Urdu, including 
books on science and other branches of modern 
knowledge, children's literature, reference works, 
encyclopaedia, basic texts etc.; and 

(ii) such educational matters, concerning the pro¬ 
motion of Urdu as may be referred to it; and 

(b) to undertake such other functions for the promo¬ 
tion of Urdu as may be assigned to it by (he Gov¬ 
ernment from time to time. 

4. Composition .—'The Taraqui-e-Urdu Board shall consist 
of the following

The tenure of the members of the Board shall be three 
years. 

The Chairman, Commission for Scientific and Technical 
Terminology, Director, National Council of Educatioml Re¬ 
search and Training, Nominee of Chairman, University Grants 
Commission, Director, Rashtriya Sanskrit! Sansthan. 
Director, Central Institute of Indian Languages, Director, 
Central Hindi Directorate, Director, Kendriya Hindi Sansthan, 
Director, Central Institute of English and Foreign Languages, 
Hyderabad and the nominee of Director General, Council 
of Scientific and Industrial Research will be ex-officio mem¬ 
bers of the Board. 

The ex-officio members shall continue as members so long 
as they hold office by virtue of which they are members 
of the Board. 

The Director, Bureau for Promotion of Urdu will be the 
Member-Secretary of the Board. 

If a vacancy arises on the Board due to resignation, death, 
etc. of a member of the Board, the member appointed in that 
vacancy shall hold office for the residual period of the Board s 
tenure of three years. 


Meetings. —The Board shall meet not le*» than once in 
a year. Meetings may, however, be convened at any time as 
may be deemed necessary. 

Secretariat .—The Bureau for Promotion of Urdu shall 
function as the secretariat of the Board. 

7. Subject Panels /Working Groups / Sub-Committees .— 
Tro Board shall have power* to constitute subject panels, 
working Groups/Sub-Committees, as necessary, in connection 
with the discharge of its functions. 

8 . Standing Committee. —The Board may, by resolution, 
constitute a Standing Committee, headed by the Chairman/ 
Vice-Chairman of the Board, for discharging its function* 
expeditiously. The members of the Standing Committee shall 
be drawn from among the members of the Board. How¬ 
ever, the Board and the Committee shall have the power to 
co-opt experts to fulfil specific needs. The Standing Com¬ 
mittee will meet as often as may be specified by the Board.
